Wycombe  and  District  Management  Committee  of  the  Oxford  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a member  of  the 
Medical  Advisory  and  Cross  Infection  Sub-Committees  of  the  Management 
Committee,  and  is  on  the  House  Committee  of  the  Am er sham  General 
Hospital.

The  Family  Planning  Association. 

In  the  report  of  the  above  Association  for  1963,  Dr.  Thompson  says 
that  the  major  development  in  the  type  of  advice  offered  by  the  Clinic 
has  been  the  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  requesting  oral 
contraceptives.  In  the  regular  twice-weekly  sessions,  the  average 
attendance  has  been  just  over  17  patients  per  session.  Mr,  Champ,  the 
President,  has  been  moot  helpful  and  energetic  in  pursuing  his  enquiries 
for  suitable  facilities  for  the  examination  of  cervical  smears. 

01d_  Peopled  Welfar e__ Committees 

(i)  Amersham  and  District  Old  Peopled  Welfare  Committee. 

The  Committee  continued  to  help  with  the  chiropody  service  organised 
by  the  Evergreen  Clubs  to  the  sum  of  £65,  Grants  of  £15  each  were  made 
to  the  Good  Companion’s  Club,  and  the  Evergreen  Clubs  in  Arne r s h am- on- t he -Hil 1 
and  in  the  Old  Town, 

Cards  with  ’ S.OoS,1  and  ’HELP*  in  large  red  letters  on  a white 
background,  visible  from  the  road  when  placed  in  a window,  v«rere  distributed 
to  all  old  persons  desiring  to  have  them.  Publicity  had  been  gained  for 
the  scheme  by  the  co-operation  of  the  W.V.S.,  the  local  Press,  the 
Post  Offices,  and  the  visiting  Sub- Committee, 


The  Visiting  Service  was  well  established,  organised  by  a subcommittee 
with  members  of*  the  statutory  social  workers  and  those  voluntary  bodies 
in  the  District  working  in  this  field,  and  three  area  organisers*,  Sixty-three 
visitors  were  visiting  ninety-five  old  people  either  for  occasional  friendly 
visits  or  daily  visits  involving  shopping,  cooking  a meal,  getting  the  doctor, 
eto. 

Under  Section  >1  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  the  Amersham  R.D.C, 
agreed  to  grant  financial  assistance  to  the  W,V,S.  to  help  with  the  provision 
of  meals  on  wheels  to  the  elderly  in  this  area, 

( i i ) Gerrards  Cross,  Chalfonts  and  District  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee, 

The  Hon,  Secretary  reported  that  800  old  people  were  covered  by  the 
Committee,  Everyone  in  poor  or  lonely  circum stances  received  a gift  at 
Christmas  from  various  organisations.  Trips  to  the  seaside  were  arranged 
and  some  old  folk  had  a week  or  fortnight’s  holiday  through  the  local  Rotary 
and  Inner  YTheel  Clubs  and  through  the  Goodwill  Fellowship  organisation,, 

A laundry  service  at  reduced  rates  was  started  with  the  help  and  co-operation 
of  the  Chalfont  Colony  for  Epileptics,  Many  old  people  were  transported  to  the 
local  and  outlying  hospitals?  chiropodists,,  dentists,  etc3

B.C.G*  vaccination  at  the  age  of  13  years  is  provided  by  the 
wSchool  Health  Service.  In  the  Amersham  and  Che  sham  Division  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  once  again  there  was  an  excellent  response  from 
parents. 

The  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  preceded  by  a tuberculin  test  which 
indicates  whether  the  individual  has  in  the  past  been  infected  with 
tuberculosis.  Most  of  these  infections  are  very  mild  and  cause  no 
definite  symptoms.  The  number  re-acting  to  this  test  is  a measure 
of  the  past  exposure  of  these  children  to  tuberculosis  and  in  this 
context  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  following  figures

Routine  visits  were  reduced  to  a minimum  in  order  to  deal  with  the  day 
to  day  complaints  and  the  large  volume  of  meat  inspection  work.  With  the 
coming  into  operation  on  the  1st  October  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations, 
1963,  the  amount  of  time  required  to  be  spent  on  meat  inspection  increased 
considerably.  In  a bacon  factory  the  carrying  out  of  the  detailed  inspection  of 
all  carcases  and  organs  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  to  the  Regulations  was 
difficult  but  every  endeavour  was  made  to  fully  comply  with  the  instructions. 

The  Council  authorised  an  increase  of  one  additional  public  health  inspector  to 
assist  with  this  ’work.  It  would,  perhaps,  have  been  more  appropriate  to  have 
appointed  a meat  inspector  qualified  in  accordance  with  the  Authorised  Officers 
(Meat  Inspection)  Regulations,  1961,  but  there  was  no  response  to  our 
advertisement  for  such  an  officer. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  received  the  Royal 
Assent  during  the  year  and  the  Council  appointed  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
as  the  Authorised  Officers  under  the  Act, 

The  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963,  also  came  into  operation 
and  the  Public  Health  Department  was  made  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  provisions  with  the  proviso  that  in  the  event  of  necessity  a Veterinary 
Officer  be  engaged. 

The  Council  agreed  to  make  representations  to  the  appropriate  Ministry 
through  the  R,D,C0  Association  for  the  introduction  of  additional  legal  powers 
regarding  the  filling  up  of  disused  cesspools,  septic  tanks,  soakaways  and  rain 
water  tanks.  It  was  pointed  out  to  the  Council  that  under  Section  39  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  filling  up  of  these  holes  can  only  be  required  in 
oases  where  they  are  a nuisance  or  prejudicial  to  health,

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Riekmansworth  and  Uxbridge  Valley  Water  Company  is  the  statutory 
undertaking  which  supplies  water  t o the  whole  of  the  Council* s district, 
with  the  exception  of  the  parish  of  Cholesbury-cum-St . Leonardo  and  a 
portion  of  the  parish  of  The  Lee,  which  are  served  by  the  Bucks,  Wat er  Board® 


In  addition  to  maintaining  a satisfactory  quality  of  water,  the  water 
undertakings  maintained  a satisfactory  pressure. 

During  the  year  the  Riekmansworth  and  Uxbridge  Valley  Water  Company 
carried  out  further  extensions  to  their  mains  as  follows 

566  yards  of  2 inch  A709  yards  of  A inch 

897  yards  of  3 inch  762  yards  of  6 inch, 

The  Council  contributed  £50  towards  the  cost  of  one  of  these  extensions. 
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A total  of  141  yards  of  3 inch  asbestos  main  was  laid  during  the  year 
by  the  Bucks  Water  Board* 

By  far  the  greater  amount  of  the  work  on  water  main  extensions  was  to 
serve  new  development. 

The  following  is  a table  showing  the  number  of  dwellings  supplied  with  main 
water*  either  direct  or  by  means  of  a standpipe  at  31st  December, 1963. 

The  estimates  are  based  on  an  average  of  3.2  persons  per  house  throughout 
the  area,,  Of  those  ' dwellings supplied  with  mains  water  by  means  of  a 
standpipe  almost  all  are  caravans  that  are  used  as  permanent  residences,  and 
the  population  in  this  case  has  been  calculated  on  a basis  of  2.5  persons

All  these  140  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  six  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Three  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained  from  boreholes 
but,  although  classified  as  unsatisfactory,  the  degree  of  contamination 
was  only  slight.  Repeat  samples  proved  the  supply  to  be  satisfactory. 
The  remaining  three  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained  from 
underground  rainwater  tanks  serving  isolated  premises  where  there  is  no 
water  main  available.  Occupiers  of  these  premises  were  advised  to  boil 
or  otherwise  effectively  treat  the  water  before  using  it  for  drinking  or 
other  domestic,  purposes. 
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DRAINAGE  AMD  SEWAGE 


The  main  centres  of  population  at  Amersham-on-dhe-Hill.,  Amershan 
Old  Town,  Chesham  Bois,  part  of  Little  Chalfont;,  Chr.lfont  St,  Peter, 

Chalfont  St,  Giles,  Great  Mis senden, Pres twood,  Holder  Green,  Hazlenere 
and  Penn  Village  are  sewered,.  At  the  end  of  the  year  a scheme  for  the 
sewerage  of  Seer  Green  and  Jordans  and  also  a drainage  and  sewage 
disposal  schene  for  Chenies  Village  were  in  an  advanced  stage  of 
construction.

At  the  end  of  the  year  further  schemes  were  at  an  advanced  stage  of 
preparation  for  draining  part  of  Coleshill  Village,  Chartriage  Caravan  Site, 
an  area  of  development  in  Holloway  Lane,  Chesham  Bois  and  Chalfont  Heights, 
Chalfont  St,  Peter, 

The  majority  of  the  areas  sewered  are  drained  to  the  Misboume 
Valley  and  then  by  deep  gravity  sewer  to  the  West  Hertfordshire  Main 
Drainage  Authority's  works  at  Maple  Cross  for  treatment.  Other  areas  at 
the  Rural  District  boundaries  are  drained  into  the  sewerage  systems  of 
the  adjoining  Authorities.  These  are  as  follows

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING  SERVICE 0 


During  the  year  120  existing  properties  with  cesspools  were 
connected  to  the  public  sewer,  91  new  properties  were,  however, 
constructed  with  cesspools. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  scheme  for  emptying  cesspools 
at  regular  intervals  was  extended  to  the  whole  district, 

COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. 

The  refuse  collection  service  was  well  maintained  except  during  the 
early  months  of  the  year  when  severe  weather  conditions  slowed  down  work 
and  in  some  cases  prevented  access  to  properties,  12,680  tons  of  refuse 
was  removed  for  disposal.  This  represents  approximately  12  cwts,  per 
1,000  persons  per  day. 

All  refuse  was  tipped  at  the  Amershan  Depot  and  was  picked  up  by  a 
contractor  and  removed  for  disposal  at  some  disused  gravel  pits  outside 
the  Council's  district. 

The  absence  of  any  problems  of  labour  or  transport  for  disposal 
enabled  the  labour  force  available  to  concentrate  on  the  collection  of 
refuse.

restricted®  A large  proportion  of  the  19  dwellings  shown  below  under  the 
heading  ’No  action  to  date’  are  occupied  by  elderly  tenants  who  do  not 
desire  to  move,  partly  because  of  the  upheaval  which  this  would  cause,  and 
also  because  of  the  increased  rent  of  Council  accommodation.

At  the  31st  December  the  number  of  Site  Licences  issued  and  current 
under  the  above  Act  was  59*  The  majority  of  these  Site  Licences  are  for 
one  caravan.  There  are,  however,  three  Multiple  Sites  and  in  connection 
with  those,  considerable  progress  was  made  in  complying  with  the  conditions

At  the  end  of  three  months  only  a token  attempt  had  been  made  to  comply 
with  the  Regulations  and  a further  18  summonses  were  issued.  The  Court 
again  imposed  a fine  of  £10  for  each  Summons  and  the  Council’s  application 
under  Section  Ilf  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1935;}  for  an  Order  disqualifying 
the  proprietors  from  using  the  premises  as  a catering  premises  for  a period 
of  two  years  was  granted. 

Utensil  Swabs. 

62  sets  of  utensil  swabs  were  taken  at  various  .kitchens  of  canteens,  cafes, 
hotels,  etc.  These  swabs,  which  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
are  wiped  round  cups  and  plates  which  have  been  washed.  The  swabs  are  then 
placed  in  a sterile  bottle  and  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

In  32  cases  adverse  reports  were  receivedn  In  these  cases  a further 
visit  was  made  to  the  premises  concerned  to  thoroughly  examine  the  washing 
apparatus  and  the  t echnique  adopted.  Invariably  a repeat  of  the  tests  shows 
considerable  improvement. 

Sections  2 and  8 

Various  complaints  were  again  received  of  food  which  was  alleged  to  be 
unfit  and  of  foreign  bodies  found  in  food  stuff.  These  complaints  included 
grubs  in  a packet  of  baby  food;  an  empty  cigarette  packet  in  a jar  of  mince- 
meat; two  keys  and  a key-ring  in  a steak  and  kidney  pie;  decomposing  beef 
sausages:  charred-  starch  impregnated  with  machine  oil  in  a loaf  of  bread; 

mouldy  steak  and  kidney  pie,  etc. 

In  connection  with  all  complaints  the  retailer  or  the  manufacturer 
or  both  are  invited  to  examine  the  article  and  to  submit  a report  before 
the  matter  is  considered  by  the  Council,  The  Council  takes  a very  serious 
view  of  all  complaints  concerning  foodstuffs  and  the  action  to  be  taken  is 
determined  according  to  the  circumstances  of  each  individual  case.  The 
complainants  are  notified  of  the  Council’s  decision  and  are  thanked  for 
bringing  the  complaints  to  the  notice  of  the  Department,
